Gertrude Dallas Asserts Cheap 
Melodrama Also Prevents 
_ Real Enjoyment. 


There ie too much “ trash “in the shape of 
comic opera and cheap melodra‘na offered to 
the public, according to speal:rs who ad- 
dressed the Chicago Hebrew In: titute Play- 
ere’ club yesterday. Commercic!ism is the 
alleged cause. 

Mias Gertrude Dallas, leading women in 
“The Great Name,” told the club that less 
commercialism and more tdealism ie needed. 

“ Commercialism is the trouble with the 
stage today,”’ she asserted. “ There is too 
much trash under the name of comic opera. 
If more plays were written that keep in mind 
the ideal, the stage would become uplifting 
and educational.” 


Pleas for Drama Uplift. 

Donald Robertson also made a plea for the 
uplift. 

“Frequently I am aeked,”” ‘he said, 
“whether or not I should advise 4 person to 
enter on a stage career. My reply is this: 
‘“*If you are not suffused with the truth to 
revea] the sou) of man to man, don’t become 
an actor.’ The revelation of life is the mis- 
gion of the stage. 

“The advent of money changers in the 
management of the stage began 500 years 
before the birth of Jesus of Nazareth and has 
continued since. There was a time when a 
city of 46,000 built a theater that would seat 
20.000. That 20,000 went to the theater to 
listen’ to such things that now are offered 
waly to those of the elect. 

“You could not get an audience of 20,000 
people together any place on earth that 
would really enjoy what those people so long 
ago enjoyed. We have lost or dulled our 
| sense of beauty. 


Beauty Versus Duty.
